Lloyd, 
a Democrat representing the 35th Congressional 
District, received 79,599 votes Tuesday to win a 
third two-year term in the House of 
Representatives and defeat Republican

Democratic incumbent Jim Lloyd 
beat back the challenge by 
Republican David Dreier Tuesday 
to retain his seat in the 35th 
Congressional District for a third 
term. 

With all precincts reporting 
completed tallies, Lloyd received 
79.599 votes, or 54 percent, to 
Dreier’s 67,730 votes, or 46 percent. 

The district includes the West End 
of San Bernardino County and the 
eastern part of Los Angeles County. 
Totals show Lloyd ran slightly 
stronger in San Bernardino County, 
where he received 34,122 votes, 54.6 
percent, while Dreier had 28,359 
votes, 45.4 percent. 


In Los Angeles County, Lloyd 
gathered 45,477 votes, 53.6 percent, 
compared to Dreier’s 39,371, 46.4 
percent. 

Although registered Democrats 
outnumber registered Republicans 
118,696 to 90,764, or 52.6 percent to 
40.3 percent, the district has been an 
attractive target for the GOP. 

Lloyd squeaked past Republican 
Victor Veysey by only 735 votes in 
1974 to win his first two-year term in 
Congress. 

However, he defeated Louis 
Brutocao by 10,707 votes when he 
garnered 53.3 percent of the vote in 
1976. Lloyd improved his margin of 
victory to 11,869 this time, as well as 
receiving a slightly higher 54 
percent.

Speaking to about 40 supporters at 
an election night party at Di Censo 
restaurant in Upland, Dreier 
acknowledged his defeat about 2 this 
morning. 

But he told followers his 
campaign had ‘‘not been done for 
naught,’’ pointing to themes of tax 
reduction and limited government. 

In an interview, Dreier said he has 
not made final plans on whether to 
return to Claremont Men’s College. 
He is on leave of absence from the 
college, where he is director of 
corporate relations and assistant 
director of college relations. 

He vowed to stay active in 
Republican politics, but could not 
say whether he would run for office 
again. 


Bell wins county treasure, tax 


collector election by big margin

Joseph Bell, assistant San 
Bernardino County tax collector, 
won election as county treasurer-tax 
collector by a substantial margin 
Tuesday. 

He received 98,475 votes, or 55.2 
percent of the total, to 79,802 or 44.8 
percent for his opponent, John 
Raymond Jr., the assistant county 
treasurer. 

Bell and Raymond, the two chief 
assistants in the 58-employee office, 
had sought to succeed the 
incumbent, John A. Gartner, who is 
retiring after eight years in office. 

In the campaign, each had 


contended that his background made 
him the logical person to head the 
office. 

Bell, 54. of San Bernardino, 
emphasized the need for wide 
management and administration 
experience ‘“‘not only in day-to-day 
operations but in policy making, 
personnel management and 
budgetary control.” 

As assistant tax collector, he 
supervises 46 employees who bill 
and account for property tax funds. 

Raymond, 45, of Rialto, 
emphasized the importance of 
investing idle county funds to earn 
interest, saying it holds down taxes. 

Last year, he said, his investment 


of idle funds earned the county $12.5 
million. 

Bell Tuesday said he hopes his 
victory ‘“‘was based on the idea I 
have the better qualifications 
involving the overall operations of 
the office, at least that is what I was 
campaigning on.”’ 

He said he wants to achieve more 
mechanization of record-keeping, 
continue establishment of a new 
property information system and 
restructure the office to improve 
coordination betweeen the treasurer 
and tax collector sections. 

He said he and Raymond have 
known each other for a long time 
and he is hopeful they can cooperate, 





McElwain, Townsend win 


343 votes spell defeat 
for Joseph Kamansky

By just 843 votes Tuesday, Cal 
McElwain ousted Supervisor Joseph 
Kamansky from the county office 
Kamansky has held by appointment 
for the past two years. 

McElwain, a quality control 
analyst and union leader at Kaiser 
Steel Corp. in Fontana, edged 
Kamansky, 23,168 to 22,325. 
McElwain’s winning margin was 
thin — 50.9 percent to 49.1 percent. 

Meanwhile, Kamansky’s West 
End colleague, Chairman Robert O. 
Townsend of Chino, was winning a 
second full term handily. 
Townsend’s write-in opponent, 
Montclair Councilman Nelson Gen- 
try, could muster only about 477 
votes to Townsend’s 26,984. 

McElwain led Kamansky in the 
June primary, 19,702 to 16,056, or 
46.5 percent to 37.9 percent. But 
neither won a majority in the three- 
candidate primary, forcing the 
runoff Tuesday. 

Despite his big lead in the 


However, referring to his age, 26, 
he told the crowd, ‘‘I’m certainly 
not the oldest candidate for 
Congress.”’ In fact, Dreier was the 
youngest congressional candidate in 
the United States this year. 

He called his 46 percent total a 
“strong showing.” 

From his home in West Covina, 
Lloyd, 56, said he was ‘“‘delighted by 
the vote.’ He made his comments 
shortly before 3 a.m., when a 
victory celebration with neighbors 
and close friends was continuing. 

“I’m delighted to be reelected — 
I've got the world’s best job,” he 
said. 

Lloyd said he ran a little bit 
stronger than expected. He noted 
that during the campaign he heard 
no voters’ concerns that surprised 
him, but stressed their support for a 
strong national defense and 
economy in government. 


“They’re tougher than nails on 
that,’’ he said. 

He again expressed resentment 
that the free painting of his mother- 
in-law’s house under a federal 
program run by the city of Covina 
became an issue in the campaign. 

Lloyd’s mother-in-law, Winona 
Vaughan, met qualifications for age, 
income and location in a low- to 
moderate-income target area to 
receive the assistance. Lloyd’s wife 
and sister-inlaw share in the home 
ownership. 


He said Dreier’s reference to the 
home was a ‘‘cheap issue and 
perceived that way by older folks.” 


Dreier had sought to’ tie the 
assistance to criticism of federal 
programs Lloyd supported during 
his four years in Congress. Dreier 
said those programs are failing to 
achieve their goals. 


Parishioners open new church

‘‘The Great Encounter at the Foot 
of the Mountains” was the homily 
title used by the Rev. Peter Brennan 
for the first service held in the new 
St. Anthony’s Catholic Church, 
corner of 21st Street and San 
Antonio Avenue in Upland. 

‘On Wednesday, Nov. 1, All 
Hallow’s Day, the parishioners 
gathered for the evening Feast of 
All Hallow’s mass, the first 
celebrated in the $740,000 church. 


St. Anthony’s parisioners have 
waited four years and three months 
for this occasion. Since the parish 
was founded for residents of 
northern Upland areas, parishioners 
have been holding services and 
some social events at St. Mark’s 
Episcopal Church on 16th Street in 
Upland and in Magnolia Community 
Center, Upland. 


Brennan said, while conducting a 
tour of the new church, there were 
300 persons in the parish when it 
started in 1974, and 22 attended the 
first weekend services. 


Now, he said, there are 600 
families in the parish and 400 
children in the catechism classes. 
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On weekends there are over 1,000 in 
attendance for the five masses. 


The sanctuary of the new church 
will seat 375 persons when the oak 
pews are installed. Until then, 
folding chairs will be utilized at 
services. 


Behind the free standing altar are 
windows which reach from the floor 
on two sides and overhead in a 
skylight effect. This gives the 
congregation a wide vista of the 
mountains. 


At the right of the altar, Brennan 
said, will stand the figures of Jesus, 
Mary and Joseph, which are being 
carved by Betty Davenport Ford. 


On the east and west walls are 
stained glass windows which the 
priest helped design from his 
favorite Bible passages. 


High above the sanctuary on the 
south wall will be the huge stained 
glass window called the ‘Salvation 
History Window.”’ 

This window will depict, in a 
circular design, the Creation 
through Jesus Christ’s birth, death 
and descent of the Holy Spirit. In 
the last part of the circle design will 
be shown the California migsions 


“from San Diego to Monterey, and 
finishing with the trumpet of the 
archangel,’’ Brennan said. 

The building includes six 
classrooms with folding walls, 
which when opened, can make into a 
large auditorium to seat 400, Or as 
the priest explained, the walls can 
be folded back to make the entire 
area as part of the sanctuary. 

“We will open it all up for Easter 
and Christmas,’’ Brennan said. 

On the north side of the church is a 

chapel and a reconciliation room 
(for confessions and/or counseling) 
with a secluded garden outside the 
long window. 

‘‘We are strong on nature and the 
sacraments at St. Anthony’s,”’ 
Brennan said. 

There is a priests’ sacristry and a 
room sacristry for altar boys and 
altar guild members. 

On the far east side of the building 
is a large kitchen which will be fully 
equipped with stoves, refrigerator, 
dishwasher and_= serving 
equipment. 

In a separate building on the 
southside of the property is the 
priest’s office, reception room 
and area for secretarial work. 

The complex is built in a U-shape 


with the focal point the front palazzo 
which faces west. 

“T wanted this to be a place for 
people to meet and visit,’’ Brennan 
said, ‘‘perhaps to sit and have a 
sandwich, a happy place and a holy 
place.’ He said this area will be 
used for catechism classes and 
meeting place for other occasions. 

In the square pillars which 
support the plazzo. roofing will be 
placed the 14 Stations of the Cross, 
now being carved created by Mrs. 
Ford. 

St. Anthony’s Church has a 
mixture of designs incorporating 
Spanish, Italian and modern. The 
architect was Alfonso Macy of San 
Diego and Berry Construction of 
Upland handled the construction. 

Over 600 parishioners attended the 
first mass in the new church, Father 
Brennan had new vestments for the 
rite, and he was assisted by the Rev. 
Patrick Travers of Damien High 
School, La Verne, and Deacon Jack 
Clinton. 

Weekend masses from this time 
on will be held Saturday with the 
9:15 p.m. vigil mass, and Sunday at 
8, 9, 10:15 and 11:30 a.m. The formal 
dedication of the new church will be 
held early in 1979. 





primary, ‘I knew that coming down 
to the end, it was going to be tight,’’ 
a happy McElwain said this morning 
after he was informed of the semi- 
official results. 

McElwain conceded tacitly that it 
was public dissatisfaction with 
Kamansky’s record that put him in 
office, not his own proposals or pop- 
ularity. 

“They wanted a change to begin 
with,’ McElwain said of the voters’ 
views. ‘‘Most feel he didn’t do the 
job implementing Proposition 13 he 
should have ... and people felt they 
would give me a chance. And I’ll do 
it. 

During his campaign, McElwain 
criticized the board of supervisors 
for not being vigorous enough in 
trimming county government and 
making it work more efficiently. 

McElwain has championed such 
proposals as zero-based budgeting, 
which would force departments to 
justify their spending before the 
supervisors approve money for 
them, and sunset ordinances to 
eliminate programs that have out- 
lived their usefulness. 

The 49-year-old McElwain ran 
against Supervisor Daniel D. 
Mikesell of Ontario in the 1974 
primary but lost. Mikesell, an 18- 
year veteran of the board, resigned 
in late 1976 because of ill health and 
under threat of recall. 

McElwain was one of 30 can- 
didates for the vacancy but the 
board of supervisors appointed 
Kamansky, a former Upland real es- 
tate salesman. 

This is the first time in six years 
that an incumbent county supervisor 





has been ousted in an election. 
James L. Mayfield did it in 1972, 
when he unseated Supervisor 
William A. Betterley in the county’s 
desert area. 

The last incumbent representing 
the West End who lost an election 
was Paul J. Young of Colton. Then 
Chino Mayor Ruben S. Ayala 
defeated Young in 1966 in the Fourth 
District. 

“Tm disappointed, naturally,”’.a 
subdued and tired Kamansky said 
early this morning in a telephone in- 
terview. 

“T think I’ve worked hard for my 
constituents ... but a few more ap- 
parently thought McElwain could do 

better.’’ 

Kamansky declined to single out 
any factor in his narrow loss to 
McElwain. ‘It’s hard to say what 
people could have done ... to have 
returned me,’’ Kamansky said. 

He said he believed he had done 
everything he could to cut taxes and 
increase the efficiency of county 
departments, particularly in the 
aftermath of Proposition 13. 

Without that state constitutional 
amendment, he said, ‘‘we perhaps 
would not have been as severe in 
saving taxes and lowering costs ... 
but we were moving in that direc- 
tion anyway.” 

He suggested that his most 
serious liability in both the primary 
and the fall campaign was in trying 
to get that message across to the 
voters. 

“We were trying to get the facts 
out to the people. Whether we got 
them out sufficiently, I can’t ad- 
dress that,’ Kamansky said. 


Demo legislators 
defeat opponents

The West End’s three Democratic 
legislators solidly defeated their 
Republican opponents to win re- 
election Tuesday following com- 
paratively low-key campaigns. 

State Sen. Ruben Ayala was the 
winner by the biggest margin, 
defeating John Ridley, 51, a Pomona 
engineer, by gaining 78,117 votes or 
62.2 percent to Ridley’s 47 456 or 37.8 
percent in the 32nd Senate District. 

Assemblyman Bill McVittie won 
re-election in the 65th Assembly 
District with 37,724 votes or 58.8 per- 
cent to 26,382 or 43.4 percent for Don 
Donnelly, 46, a Los Angeles County 
firefighter specialist. 

Assemblyman Terry Goggin 
received 41,432 votes, 65.3 percent of 
the total, to defeat Republican Tam- 
my Wolfinbarger, who got 22,022 
votes or 34.7 percent in the third 
race in which the two have opposed 
one another for the 66th Assembly 
District seat. 

McVittie said Tuesday, ‘‘We 
felt confident we would do well. We 
ran a_ low-budget, low-key cam- 
paign.”’ 

He said that in his coming two 
year term it is ‘‘very important’ 


that the legislature ‘‘implement 
Proposition 13 in a manner that is 
sensible and just.” 

Though he had a 58.8 percent of 
the vote, his margin of victory was 
down more than four percentage 
points from 63 percent of the vote 
two years ago. 

His opponent, Donnelly, said the 
downturn shows there has been a 
“significant increase in voter con- 
cern about this district .. . He spent 
so much more money than I on 
advertising and signs that I think we 
made real progress.”’ 


Donnelly said he will be assessing 
whether to run again and added, 
“There is a significant percent of 
people that is not happy .. . We're 
not going to let that 42 percent down. 
We're really going to be looking 
over his shoulder in the next two 
years.” 


Ayala’s total was also down in 
percentage terms, in his case by 
more than five pcercent. 


In the 66th Assembly District, 
Goggin’s 65.3 percent of the total 
was slightly less than two years ago 
when he received 66 percent of the 
total and substantially below 1974 
when he got 72 percent.

“Each person has different methods of dealing with 
grief and his responses to grief 

“It helps to know what others experience because 
“Sometimes you wonder if you're sane or ever will be 
again.” 

A divorcee whose daughter died, Mrs. Lovato feels 
that sometimes it is ‘difficult for professionals to deal 
with a grieving parent for they haven't experienced the 
death of a child.” 

PAL plans to develop a one-to-one program such as the 
care-giver approach of the Widows Helping Widows 
program. In this way, newly bereaved parents don't have 
to wait until a Tuesday meeting to discuss their feelings. 
They will be put in touch with another bereaved parent 
who has gone through a similar experience. In order to 
serve as many parents as possible, there are no

one-to-one program 


geographical limitations to the group. 

In discussing some of the common emotions experienc- 
ed by bereaved parents, Mrs. Lovato said, ‘Accepting 
(the child’s death) is an on-going thing for you'll always 
be learning to accept and it’s a difficult thing to accept.” 

The period of disbelief over the child being gone lasts 
longer than the week or two many people think parents 
experience. 


Common problems also include deciding what to do 
with the child’s personal effects. 

Some parents leave the child’s room just as it is, com- 
plete to open books and pencils on desks. Others get rid 
of everything immediately. There seems to be no simple 
solution as to what to do with the articles. 

‘‘My daughter doesn’t need them anymore, but in a 
way, I need them around,”’ Mrs. Lovato said. 

Grieving parents also may face difficulties in dealing 
with children who remind them of their own — the one 
they have lost 

In talking about the death of a child, she said. ‘‘Once 
you've lost a child, no matter the child’s age, that child 
had a truly vibrant, individual personality. You don’t 
forget that. 


‘We talk a lot about having more children, but realize 
we must approach either adoption or natural birth with 
an attitude of ‘what can I do for the child?’ not what he 
can do for me.” 


“The child you've lost can never be replaced — either 
by other natural children or adopted ones. Each child is 
special,’ Mrs. Lovato said. 


Fathers find it difficult to admit the depth and degree 
of their grief. Belonging to PAL seems to help them with 
this 


“We're trying to avoid schools of grief counseling that 
put pressures on the bereaved. We don’t want to put 
pressures on stages of grief, but to let them come as they 
may.’ she said. 


A lot of the probiems bereaved parents share are not 
necessarily emotionally laden ones. 


“There are the funeral bills that we never thought 
were going to come. And the hospital bills,’’ Mrs. Lovato 
said 


“Also the change in attitudes of friends and relatives. 
They don’t want to talk about or hear you talk about that 
deceased child. They act embarassed or change the sub- 
ject or suddendly have to leave. 


“PAL provides people who will listen to what you have 
to say about that child,’ Mrs. Lovato said. 


‘The experience of losing a child gives you a different 
attitude about all children — How special, how unique 
they are as individuals.” 





Parents Accepting Loss, a service 
to help bereaved parents and to 
assure them that they are not alone 
in their grief, has been organized in 


the West End. 


“Bereaved parents are going 
through a lonely and difficult period. 
They may be certain that mental 
and emotional readjustment is im- 
the group’s pamphlet 


possible,” 
states. 


‘Sharing their feelings of grief 
may not be easy. Another parent 
who also has had this experience 
cares enough to listen. The un- 
derstanding and empathy of 
someone who has truly ‘been there’ 
is a valuable source of strength,” 
the pamphlet continues. 

The group meets each Tuesday 
evening at 7:30 at the West End 
Family Counseling Service office, 
855 N. Euclid Ave., Ontario. 

PAL seeks to offer an environ- 
ment where bereaved parents can 
learn to face each day. PAL is a 
number of caring parents who want 
the opportunity to help others on a 
parent-to-parent basis. 

The group was organized by 
several local bereaved parents and 
is sponsored by the West End Fami- 
ly Counseling Service and Draper 


Mortuary. 


Dr. C. Richard Mitchell, ex- 
ecutive director of the counseling 
service, said that statistics indicate 


that 70 percent of young parents who 
lose a child find the experience has a 
“drastic impact on their marital 
and personal life.” 

He said the results of this impact 
may lead to divorce, separation or 
job or career problems which are 
“significant emotional upsets.” 

The real critical issue is that these 
bereaved parents need a new sup- 
port system, and it ‘‘is most impor- 
tant they receive this support from 
other people who have gone through 
the same experience.” 

PAL is based on mutual support 
and is not a therapy group, he ex- 
plained. 

The importance of sharing the ex- 
perience is that ‘‘they really know 
where the hurt is and how to help,”’ 
Mitchell said. ‘‘That is why it is so 
essential to have something like 
this available.”’ 

The stated purpose of PAL is to 
provide a support group for newly 
bereaved parents, to share feelings 
with those others of similar ex- 
periences, to reduce isolation, 
accept the feeling of others and be 
open to another's grief. 

PAL will provide a library of 
useful materials and offers a 
counselor who serves as a facilitator 
for the group.

If votes were as good as money, 
the much-postponed Foothill 
Freeway probably could be built 
overnight. 

A majority of voters in four area 
cities said clearly in Tuesday’s elec- 
tion they support construction of the 
17-mile Foothill Freeway through 
the northern parts of La Verne, 
Claremont, Upland and Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

The freeway — known as Route 30 
— would connect Interstate 210, 
which ends in San Dimas, to the 
Devore Freeway (Interstate 15) 
which passes through Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

Voters in a key community — 
Claremont — supported the Foothill 
Freeway by an approximate 60-40 
split. The margin was even wider in 


the other three cities. 

The final Claremont vote was 6,- 
318 (58.6 percent) in favor of the 
freeway and 4,458 (41.4 percent) op- 
posed. 

In Rancho Cucamonga, the only 
city besides Claremont to have an 
opposition ballot argument printed 
for voters, the freeway was favored 
by 8,935 (77.2 percent) over 2,636 
(22.8 percent) against. 

Upland voters cast 11,216 votes 
(82.5 percent) for the freeway and 
2,383 votes (17.5 percent) against it. 

Results from La Verne showed 
that 6,209 voters (87.2 percent) sup- 
ported the freeway while 912 (12.8 
percent) did not. 

The Claremont vote appeared to 
reaffirm the results of a 1972 
referendum when a similar majori- 
ty of voters there said they wanted 
to see the freeway constructed, 


Chino farmer wins 
CBMWD seat

Anderson said he délivered grain 
and feed to dairies from 9:30 p.m. to 
4:30 a.m. last night and went to bed 
without hearing the election 
returns. 






His 10 percent win was a turn- 
around victory from his position in 
the June primary, when he trailed 
Jahn by 17 percent (2,496 votes). 

“That's the difference between 
two of us running and five of us 
running,” he said. Anderson said he 
felt he had picked up most of the 
votes which, in the primary, had 
gone to three other candidates. 

Jahn had little to say Tuesday 
morning. ‘‘The people have spoken; 
that’s about all I can say. I wish Mr. 
Anderson all the luck in the world,”’ 
he said. 


He said he wasn’t sure if he would 
run again in four years and declined 
to speculate on why he lost the race. 


As in the primary, Jahn depended 
heavily on a last minute mailer 
which Chino residents received over 
the weekend.

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Concert promoters seek OMS for Cal Jam Il

Promoters of Cal Jam I and II 
filed an application last week asking 
the Ontario City Council for permis- 
sion to hold another rock concert at 
the Ontario Motor Speedway this 
spring. 

They hope to sell 200,000 tickets to 
Cal Jam III. 

The promoters are asking the 
council to approve March 31 and 
April 7, with April 1 and 8 as alter- 
nates in case of rain, as the dates for 
the one-day event. One of the two 
dates will be selected for the event 
by Feb. 1, said the businessmen. 

Sanford ‘Sandy’ Feldman and 
Leonard ‘‘Lenny”’ Stogel do business 
as Cal Jam Inc. with headquarters 
in Beverly Hills, 

They say they chose the Ontario 
site because they like the OMS fa- 
cility, limited access makes it easi- 


er to control traffic and because 
their two previous concerts here 
have given them the experience nec- 
essary to hold a smooth-running 
event. 

Although the matter has not been 
discussed publicly, some city offi- 
cials admit privately they are less 
than excited over the prospect of an- 
other rock music extravaganza at 
the speedway. 

Officials have said that Cal Jam 
II, which attracted crowds esti- 
mated at between 250,000 to 280,000, 
was simply too big and caused logis- 
tical problems. 

The promoters are aware there is 
some opposition to their project but 
said they have been able to solve 
most of the problems. 

‘We think we have a plan” to sat- 
isfy officials’ concerns, said Feld- 
man, explaining that he thought 
most of the difficulties will be 


solved by limiting sale of the tick- 
ets. 

There has been no discussion of 
what performers will appear, said 
Feldman. That is contingent on 
what the city council decides it will 
do on their application to hold the 
concert. 


However, Feldman said, groups 
similiar to last year’s acts — Heart, 
Arrowsmith and Foreigner — are 
likely to be on the bill. 


The promoters contend that finan- 
cially it will be to the city’s advan- 
tage to hold the concert. They have 
no estimates on profits to the city at 
this time, however. 

Ontario made a profit of $62,463 in 
business license fees at Cal Jam II, 
according to a financial statement 
prepared by Stogel and Feldman. 
The two estimated that more than

Local forest faces large cut 
in 79 fire protection funding

An official with the U.S. Forest 
Service told county transportation 
planners last week San 
Bernardino National Forest faces a 
drastic cutback in funding for fire 
protection in 1979. 

Gene Kimble, assistant fire 
Management officer, outlined 
proposed congressional budget cuts 
amounting to $791,000, or 19.6 
percent below funding for this fiscal 
year, before the San Bernardino 
Associated Governments 
(SANBAG) board. 

Chino City Councilwoman Eileen 
Carter noted cutbacks in fire 
protection have been mentioned as 
contributing to the severity of 
recent fires in Los Angeles County 
and asked if the proposed cuts could 
have a similar affect. 


“I think that’s probably true,” 
Kimble replied. 

“T’ve been on this forest now for 
34 years, and we’re getting back to 
where we were (in fire protection) 
when I first started here.’’ 

Chresten Knudsen, vice mayor of 
Redlands and chairman of the 
SANBAG board, said he invited 
Kimble to make his presentation, 
although the agency is not directly 
involved in forest fire protection. 

The board agreed to send a letter 
of concern to Congress and 
President Jimmy Carter. 


Knudsen — a director of the 
National Forest and Recreation 
Association — said firefighting 


seems to be getting a disportionate 
cut in the budget. He noted 1976 and 
1977 were good fire prevention years 
because of heavy rains but that

service’s basic fire protection plan 
drafted in 1972, 31 engine crews 
were recommended beginning in 
fiscal 1979. 

Instead, the proposed cuts bring 
the total number of crews down to 
19, he said 

Kimble added the national forest 
would be without two of its three 
helicopters and lose two of its three 
20-man ‘“‘hotshot’’ crews as well. 


He indicated final action in 
Congress is still months away, but 
requested SANBAG’s support in 
opposing the proposed budget 
reductions.

gives award to critic

County supervisors 
demonstrated last week 
they can be gracious despite 
bitter controversy. 

They gave an award to 
one of the leaders of a 
citizens’ group that has 
sharply criticized the super- 
visors on the issue of how 
their salaries and benefits 
should be set. 

That group is responsible 
for placing Measure A on 
Tuesday's ballot. The 
group, Concerned Citizens 
of San Bernardino County, 
did it by gathering more 
than 20,000 signatures over 
five months. 

Measure A would amend 
the county charter to re- 
quire voter approval of 
future increases in the 
salaries and benefits of all 
elected county officials, in- 
cluding the supervisors. It 
would also freeze those 
levels of compensation as of 
Dec. 1, 1977. 

Nevertheless, two county 
supervisors — Joseph 
Kamansky of Upland and 
Robert L. Hammock of San 


Bernardino — presented an 
award last week to Anna 
Mae Frieling, a leader of 
the citizens’ group. 

The presentation was 
made in Mrs. Frieling’s 
home in San Bernardino. 

The board of supervisors 
did not mention Mrs. 
Frieling’s role in the 
citizens’ group in its 
testimonial resolution. 

' The resolution says: 

“She can always be 
counted on to give the time 
in her busy schedule to at- 
tend meetings, make 
presentations and make 
things happen because she 
has never been known to be 
afraid to appear on behalf 
of people for whom she is 
concerned, and to stand up 
and be counted for what she 
believes.” 

The resolution does say 
she was an employee of the 
Fedco stores for 23 years 
and has been involved in a 
number of civic activities, 
including the Knights 
Ladies, League of Women 
Voters and Democrats 
United. 

Neither Kamansky nor 


Alta Loma board to 


Hammock would take a 
stand on Measure A, despite 
Mrs. Frieling’s request that 
they do so. 

“We can work as hard to 
get a raise for you as we did 
in getting Measure A on the 
ballot,’ she told them. 

Mrs. Frieling declined to 
take all the credit for 
Measure A, believed to be 
the first initiative on a 
countywide ballot in at least 
20 years. 

“But I may have given a 
little bit of a push,”’ she said 
with a smile. 

The measure would affect 
the salaries and benefits of 
county supervisors, seven 
of eight elected department 
heads, Justice Court judges 
and constables. 

It would not affect com- 
pensation of the county 
superintendent of schools 
and Municipal and Superior 
court judges. 

Although Hammock said 
he did not necessarily agree 
with what the citizens’ 
group was doing, he had to 
admire the small band of 
housewives, retired people 
and others who sat in front 
of stores and did other 
things to obtain signatures 
for their cause.

Riverside ceremony

The beauty and pagentry 
of a Roman Catholic 
religious celebration was 
evident Monday night when 
45-year old Phillip F. 
Straling became bishop of 
the new Diocese of San 
Bernardino in a 2%-hour 
ordination ceremony at 
Raincross Square in 
Riverside. 

Some 2,300 parishioners 
from the 85 parishes of the 
new diocese, which 
encompasses San 
Bernardino and Riverside 
Counties, attended the rite 
presided over by Cardinal 
Timothy Manning of Los 
Angeles. 

After Cardinal Manning 
had placed the miter on the 
new bishop’s head and 
invited Straling to be seated 
in the presiding chair, the 
audience burst into 


audience 
acknowledged each other in 
what is called the ‘‘peace,”’ 
Bishop. Straling went into 
the audience to greet his 
mother and father, 
Sylvester and Florence 
Straling of Colton, and 
family and friends. He also 
walked down the aisle and 
shook hands with many of 
the 400 priests in 
attendance. 

Taking part in the rite 
from the West. End were 
Jack Clinton of St. 
Anthony’s Church, Upland, 
as deacon; the Rev. Donald 
Webber, pastor of St. 
George Church, Ontario, as 
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master of ceremonies and 
aide to the new bishop; and 
Mary McElwain of Alta 
Loma, who read the liturgy. 

Distinguished partici- 
pants in the rite were 
Bishop John R. Quinn of San 
Francisco, Bishop Jean 
Jadot, apostolic delegate to 
the United States from the 
Vatican, Rome; Bishop Leo 
T. Maher of San Diego: 
Bishop William R. Johnson 
of Orange; and Bishop 
Gilbert E. Chavez, aux- 
iliary bishop of San Diego. 

Also on the dais were 18 


other bishops from 
California, Arizona and 
Oregon. 


Music played a part in the 
ceremony with a 130-voice 
choir and smaller groups 
from other parishes. The 
music ranged from the 
traditional responses to the 
folk variety, particularly 
‘Prepare ye the Way of the 
Lord.” 

When the guests and 
participants arrived at 
Raincross Square, they 
passed by 45 hispanic 
Roman Catholics who 
carried signs in protest of 
having an Anglo bishop 
selected for the new 
diocese. Signs read, ‘‘We're 
the shepherds, never the 
shepherd,” ‘‘How long must 
we wait?” and ‘‘We ask for 
equality and justice.”’ 

The protesters were quiet 
and orderly as they walked 
in a circle in front of the 
Raincross Square entrance. 
There also were six 
Riverside police officers in 
the area. All protesters had 






















disappeared by the time the 
ceremony was over. 

Opening the rite was an 
impressive procession of 
the bishops, over 400 priests 
from San Bernardino and 
Riverside counties and 
surrounding areas, Knights 
of Columbus members with 
plumed hats, and 
representatives of other 
religious groups. 

Following the ordination, 
the communion table was 
set with Sister Mary 
Therese Sweeney and Rika 
Leonard of St. George 
Church, Ontario, assisting. 
The new bishop’s parents 
brought wine and bread 
down the aisle to the altar, 


and the bishops served 
communion to the 
congregation. 


A highlight following 
communion was the 
litergical dance on the dais 
by John West portraying 
John the Baptist. 

Now the pagentry is 
finished, the bishop has 
been ordained into the 
episcopacy — and the work 
begins for Straling as he 
coordinates the new diocese 
in San Bernardino.

West End Fencing Club 


foils in labor of love

Minutes after beginning a practice 
bout, sweat poured down the face of 
Maxine Mitchell, a four-time 
member of the U.S. Olympic team 
who has been fencing for 40 years 

Catching her breath, she smiled 
and said, ‘‘If I had to work this hard, 
it would kill me.” 

Mrs. Mitchell, a Fontana resident, 
shares her enthusiasm for the sport 
three times a week with other 
members, aged 8 to 72, of the West 
End Fencing Club at Montclair High 
School and Pomona College in 
Claremont. 

Annette Crowe of Ontario, another 
member of the club, said the group 
that began as a “‘social club’ 13 
years ago has had some of the top 
women fencers in the United States 
during the 1970s. 

The team of Sheila Armstrong, 
Alicia Brown, Mrs. Mitchell and 
herself took the national cham- 
pionship of the Amateur Fencers 
League of America in 1971, Mrs. 
Crowe said. 

She added that the women placed 
third during the three other years 
between 1970 and 1973. 

During a recent practice session 
at Montclair High, she recalled how 
she and her husband Sam, city at- 
torney for Ontario and Rancho 
Cucamonga, first became interested 
in fencing from the ‘‘man who mow- 
ed our lawn.”’ 

He is George Weidmann — the 
‘father of fencing in the West End”’ 
as he and other fencers sometimes 
Say. 

Weidmann, 72, an Upland resi- 
dent, said he introduced fencing to 
the West End 20 years ago through 
his Royal Academy of Fencing and 
during his 15 years as an instructor 
for the Upland Recreation Depart- 
ment. 

His equipment bag looks 
something like an oversized violin 
case for a globe-trotting musician. 
Weidmann said he traveled exten- 
sively for 35 years and where he 
went — whether to Tahiti or South 
America — his epees, sabers and 
foils went too. 

The Royal Academy of Fencing 
was founded by his grandfather in 
Switzerland and continued by his 
father before finally being 
transplanted in the West End by 
Weidmann. 

He consolidated his academy with 
the West End Fencing Club, which 
was started by Weidmann, the 
Crowes and Francis Zold of Clare- 
mont. 


Members of the club gave much of 
the credit for their success to Zold, 
or Dr. Zold as he is known to the fen- 
cing club for his doctorate in law 
and teaching abilities 

In addition to coaching the 15- 
member West End elub, Zold 
coaches and teaches fencing at the 
University of Southern California 
and Pomona College 

Zold, who has been fencing for 50 
years, was a member of the Olym- 
pic team from his native Hungary 
when that nation dominated world 
saber competition 

He was captain of the Hungarian 
saber team that won a gold medal in 
1948 Olympic Games in London 

Today, Zold is the seven-times 
coach of the U.S. Junior Olympics 
team. 

With some frustration, Zold said 
American fencing talent is the best 
in the world, but that the program in 
the United States suffers because of 
fencing’s relative obscurity com- 
pared to other sports and lack of 
funds 

Fencing, he noted, is an expensive 
sport and teams here are not sup- 
ported to the extent they are in 
Europe 

Electric recorders to detect hits, 
blades and other equipment all cost 
more in the United States than 
abroad, he added 

However, Zold said soccer and 
gymnastics have recently taken 
hold in the United States and 
perhaps fencing will catch on as 
well 

He said control and balance are 
essential for good fencers, adding 
that the best fencers also have a 
strong competitive drive 

Mrs. Crowe said the sport is good 
exercise and relaxing 

Weidmann called fencing ‘‘one of 
the finest, cleanest and most well- 
disciplined sports in the world.” 

‘And we will keep it that way,”’ he 
added 

Weidmann has cut back on his 
teaching but continues to fence two 
or three times a week and travels to 
Southland competition with other 
members of the club. 

“There is a saying,’ he said, 
‘once a fencer, always a fencer.’ *’ 

Mrs. Mitchell said she is still lear- 
ning the sport after 40 years and 
four national individual cham- 
pionships. Setting up an opponent in 
fencing is similar to chess and the 
“essence” of the sport, she added. 

She agreed with Weidmann’s com- 
ment, saying, ‘I can be half dead, 
but if you put a foil in my hand, I'll 
fence.”

Adequate medical care 


needed in keeping pets 


By Robert L. Stear 
There are many reasons 
for providing adequate 
medical care for your pet. 
We have a responsibility 
toward those animals we 
choose to bring into our 
lives. More selfishly, pets 
are more fun when they are 
healthy and active. And last 
but not least, we protect 
ourselves by keeping our 

pets free from disease. 
Fortunately, there aren’t 
many diseases that are 
easily transferred from 
pets to people. The most 


dangerous is rabies, usually 
fatal to humans. 

Rabies is a viral infection 
that can be carried by dogs, 
cats, bats — all warm- 
blooded animals. Since 
humans and dogs live in 
close contact, the dog bite is 
a common source of human 
infection. 

There are excellent 
rabies vaccines available 
that can provide dogs with 
as much as three years’ 
protection with a single 
injection. The injections are 
a preventive measure and 


must be given before the 
pet is exposed to the 
disease. j 

Each pet owner helps to 
protect the entire 
community as well as 
family members when pets 
are vaccinated against 
rabies. Some pet owners 
question the necessity ‘‘in 
this day and age’’ for a 
rabies vaccination. I always 
remind them _ that 
vaccination itself is the 
reason we don’t see this 
life-threatening disease 
more often. 


A less threatening but 
more embarrassing 
condition that can be 
transferred from pets to 
humans is ringworm. 
Caused by a fungus — not a 
worm — the infection 
produces’ circular scaly 
patches on the pet’s skin, 
with redness and hair loss. 

Your veterinarian can 
provide ointments or 
shampoos to control the 
infection, and may clip the 
pet to remove fungus 
remaining in the hair. A 
person whose pet has a 
confirmed case. of 
ringworm may want to 
contact a physician for a 
ringworm examination. In 
the meantime, keep 
children away from the 
affected animal until 
healing progresses. 

Parasites can also be 
transferred from pet to 
owner. The most common 
examples are ticks and 
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Dogs need immunization 


fleas. Ticks are eight- 
legged round or oval 
parasites that resemble 
seeds. They are slow 
moving and attach 
themselves to the skin 
surface. 

Fleas are smaller, fast- 
moving insects that scurry 
through the pet’s coat when 
exposed to light. Both these 
pests feed on the blood of 
the host animal and may 
catty serious disease, such 
as Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever. 


The parasites can be 
controlled on the pet by flea 
and tick collars, pesticide 
dusts and shampoos. The 
type of control that is most 
effective will vary. Most 
pets do well with the pest 
control collars, used 
according to directions. 


One more human neaiun 
problem related to pets in 
the house is allergy. 


against hepatitus infection

Hepatitis is one of the 
most common viral infec- 
tions in dogs. So common 
that almost 80 percent of all 
dogs are exposed to the dis- 
ease before they’re fully 
grown. 

A highly contagious infec- 
tion with effects that vary 
from a slight fever to a fatal 
illness, hepatitis is caused 
by a virus that settled in the 
dog’s liver and kidneys. 

The first symptom is 
generally a temperature 
above 104 degrees F., 
lasting from one to six days. 
As the infection progresses, 
the pet experiences weight 
loss, discharge from the 


eyes and nose, and extreme 
thirst. About 25 percent of 
the affected animals 
develop a temporary bluish 
- white eye discoloration. 
Statistics indicate that 
the mortality rate from 
hepatitis for dogs, especial- 
ly puppies, is very high. 
Dogs that do recover are 
slow to regain lost weight. 
Once established, the 
hepatitis virus is excreted 
for months in the unrine, 
even when the dog appears 
to have recovered from the 
disease. Susceptible 
animals are infected by 
contact with the con- 
taminated urine, feces, bed- 
ding or toys used by a sick 


dog. Dogs in the country 
may become infected after 
exposure to the urine of 
foxes, coyotes or raccoons 
with the disease. 

Symptoms of hepatitis 
and distemper are quite 
similar. Dogs vaccinated 
against distemper may 
come down with hepatitis, 
while the pet owner 
wonders why the distemper 
shot didn’t ‘‘take.’’ 
Hepatitis and distemper are 
separate diseases and pets 
should be vaccinated 
against both.

‘Something is wrong’ 





Fever can signal illnes 


Fever is the body’s way of 
letting us know that 
something is Wrong, usually 
that some kind of infection 
is present. A small child’s 
fever often can be dramatic 
without being serious. 

The height of the fever is 
not indicative of the 
severity of the infection. 
One of the mildest of 
children’s illnesses, roseola 
infantum (often called 
infant measles) may be 
accompanied by 
temperatures of up to 105 
degrees or more. 
Conversely, some very 
severe infections, such as 
meningitis, may not cause 
high fever in young infants. 

Wide swings in a fever do 
not indicate either a 
worsening or an 
improvement in the child’s 
illness. It is natural for a 
youngster’s fever to be 
lower in the morning and to 
rise in the evening. Most of 
this variance in 
temperature is due to the 
small child’s heat - 
regulating system.

This system, which is a 
kind of thermostat located 
in the brain, has not had 


much ‘‘practice’’ in 
functioning and 
consequently is not as 


sphisticated as an adult’s 
heat - regulating system. 

The normal temperature 
taken rectally in small 
children is usually 100 
degrees or lower, and any 
rise above this point is 
worthy of note. It is wise to 
check with your child’s 
doctor when you first detect 
a significant increase in 
temperature. When the 
temperature is 102 degrees 
early in the day it often will 
be much higher in the late 
afternoon and evening; 
therefore, it better to 
consult the doctor earlier 
than later 

Many parents almost 
instinctively give a child 
aspirin for any fever. While 
they may reassure ‘the 
parents, it does not benefit 
the child’s underlying 
infection; in fact, it may 
obscure the symptoms

If a child is in discomfort 
from a high fever, the fever 
can be reduced and the 
discomfort relieved by 
bathing him or her in warm 
water. You should not sue 
ice - cold water or immerse 
a child in a very cool bath; 
this causes shivering and 
discomfort and may not 
reduce the fever 

There is always concern 
that a high fever will cause 
a convulsion. Actually a 
convulsion in a child usually 
appears at the onset of an 
infection as the 
temperature is rapidly ris- 
ing and may be a direct 
result of the disease rather 
than the height of the fever 

The child who has a 
convulsive seizure during 
the course of the fever may 
have an involvement of the 
central nervous system, 
such as meningitis or 
encephalitis. Although 


meningitis and encephalitis 
are realtively rare, a 
seizure associated with 
fever should never be 
ignored by a parent — a

California’s flying trout, nearly 3 million of them in 
eight different species, have landed safely and are in the 
process of growing up to challenge the skill of back- 
country anglers in 891 remote, high country lakes from 
the southern Sierra to the Trinity Alps, the Department 
of Fish and Game reported this week. 

The last chapter in this year’s DFG aerial trout 
planting program, now celebrating its 30th anniversary, 
was written in late September in the Eastern Sierra, the 
base for flights that air-dropped 431,500 golden trout 
fingerlings and 168,000 Lahontan cutthroat trout 
fingerlings into cold, crystal-clear mountain lakes in the 
Sierra and northern California. 

The tiny goldens were taken as green eggs in July from 
the Cottonwood Lakes spawning station in Inyo County, 
hatched at the Mt. Whitney Hatchery and raised to 
fingerling size at the Hot Creek Hatchery in Mono 
County. 

The cutthroats came from Heenan Lake in Alpine 
County and were also raised at the Hot Creek Hatchery. 

Also stocked by air this year in operations that began 
last July were 977,230 kamloops trout; 385,136 rainbows: 
611,766 eastern brook trout; 34,640 brown trout, 144,624 
Eagle Lake trout; and, for the first time ever, 3,100 lake 
trout, which were planted in 7,000-foot-high Gilmore 
Lake in the Tahoe area. The lake trout came from eggs 
imported from Michigan and were hatched and raised at 
the DFG’s Yountville hatchery. 

Although tests have shown that fingerlings can be 
dropped safely from more than 1,000 feet, most DFG ° 
aerial plantings are made from an altitude of 250 to 300 
feet. Speed of the aircraft is generally from 120 to 200 
miles per hour, depending on the height above the water. 

Aerial trout plants are made from the DFG’s twin- 
engine Beechcraft equipped with four hoppers in the 
bottom that can be opened from a push-button panel 
operated by the co-pilot. The automated ‘bombing’ 
system was devised six years ago by DFG warden-pilot 
Bob Cole, a former Navy aircraft carrier pilot.

‘Back to basics’ 





Schools returning to 
‘tried & true’ teaching 


By HLL. “Bill”

I have discovered a 
Philosophical movement 
Sweeping the United States 
that should be 
acknowledged and 
commended. It heralds the 
return of the common sense 
of the people; at least in the 
area of education. Some 
Schools are going back to 
their basic purpose: to 
teach students to read, 
write, and speak the 
English language. 

The remarkable method, 
these schools are using is 
based upon the tried and 
true principles that we 
“conservatives” have been 
espousing for years. In each 
Case, regardless of the level 
— elementary, high school, 
or college — the top 
administrator made a 
decision that ‘‘first and 
foremost they were 
academic institutions,” and 
that they ‘‘meant to educate 
their students.” 

This type of no-nonense 
approach — ‘‘you’re here to 
learn and become 
educated’’ — signals a 
return to the tradition of 
academic excellence. 

In each of the various 
schools the environment 
was substantially different, 
except for one underlying 
theme: student 
achievement was 
continually deteriorating, 
discipline within the 
classroom was at an all- 
time low, and worst of all 
“no D’s or F’s were ever 


given.” 
In combating this disease, 
the schools used a 


procedure that went 
something like this: The 
principal would set up 
standards for attendance, 
behavior and achievement. 
Incompetent or unqualified 
teachers and 
administrators were 


dismissed. 

Strict rules were set — 
and enforced — with the 
principal supporting a 
teacher’s disciplining of the 
student. Tougher academic 
courses were re-introduced, 
and students were required 
to complete their 
homework. Imagine that! 

This kind of disciplined 
attitude is rare in today’s 
atmosphere of liberal 
leniency. For these 
programs to be successful, 
however, several 
fundamental decisions, 
besides the one to become 
true academic institutions, 
had to be made. 

First, the principals had 
to realize that when they 
attempted to bring back 
these traditional standards, 
some parents, teachers, and 
unions, would call for their 
resignation, declare them 
to be everything from 
tyrannical to anti-social, 
and finally, physical threats 
to them and their property. 

Secondly, the principals 
had to face the fact that, 
regardless of their efforts, 
some students would fail. In 
addition, the recognition 
that it would be necessary 
to expel, or suspend, a 
handful of students for 
repeated troublemaking. 


With these decisions 
made, and a determination 
to abide by the principles of 
discipline, miraculous 
results have been achieved 
in a handful of schools 
across the nation. 

Interestingly, the one 
maxim upon which each of 
the principals based their 
thoughts and actions, was a 
belief that “if you set firm 
rules, you have to enforce 
them, regardless of the 
consequences.’’ This 
attitude not only gave the 
teachers greater authority 
in their classrooms, but 
also taught a sense of 


Paperwork reduced 
since Carter's term

WASHINGTON — Since 
President Carter took of- 
fice, agencies have reduced 
the paperwork load on 
citizens by 12.3% — or 110 
million hours. 

The reduction is outlined 
in a quarterly report to the 
President by James MclIn- 
tyre, Director of the Office 
of Management and Budget. 
The totals cover from the 
time President Carter took 
office in January, 1977 to 
July 1, 1978. 

“This reduction in the 
burden of filling out forms 
required by the government 
translates into a decrease in 
the expense of running a 
business, small or large. 
When we cut overhead 
costs, we also cut into the 
causes of inflation,’ McIn- 
tyre advised the President. 

The report shows that 
from January 31, 1977, to 
last June 30, the number of 
recurring reports the 
federal government re- 
quires of the private sector 
dropped by 400 to 4,926. 
And, the estimated time 
spent by business, non- 


profit organizations, local 
governments and in- 
dividuals in completing 
federal reports fell 109.4 
million hours to a total of 
779.1 million. 

McIntyre’s ‘report listed 
some examples of where 
agencies have reduced 
paperwork burdens in ac- 
cordance with President 
Carter's directive: 


— The Department of 
Agriculture simplified the 
process for applying for a 
loan from the Farmers 
Home Administration by 
requiring three rather than 
five years of employment 
history on the loan applica- 
tion. This will result in a 
savings of about 5,000 repor- 
ting hours per year. 


— A shorter form for the 
Census of Agriculture will 
mean approximately 80% of 
farmers previously re- 
quired to report will no 
longer be required to do so 
This, combined with 
revisions to the form, 
should reduce the burden of 
those reporting by an es- 
timated one million hours 
each reporting year.

responsibility to the 
students. 

As one principal said, 
“When the teachers saw 
that I expected strict 
enforcement of the rules 
and that I would back them 
up if they were challenged, 


they became more 
optimistic.” 

He also said, 
“Enforcement (of the 


rules) brought us into 
greater contact with 
parents and students, and 
after a lot of counseling and 
remediation, their attitudes 
began to change. They 
learned that we meant to 
educate our students.” 
This new attitude is 
Sweeping the nation’s 
college system, too. Several 
large and prestigious 
universities are leading the 
way toward more “‘solid- 


core’’ curriculums. 
Harvard, the University of 
Chicago, Northwestern, and 
the University of Missouri 
have all set up new core 
programs. 

Even here on the West 
Coast, prestigious schools 
like Stanford as well as 
Claremont Men’s College 
and Pomona College are 
studying, evaluating, and 
upgrading their 
curriculums. Not everyone, 
however, is willing to go 
along with this trend. Yale, 
for example, recently 
refused a proposal for new 
core requirements. 

Fortunately, it is 
apparent that the recent 
liberalized, progressive 
programs are now being 
seen for what they are — 
failures! If this trend 
continues, the common 
sense of middle America 
may yet see the light of day. 
Hopefully, the steps these 
schools have taken are the 
first on the long road back 
to national pride and 
literacy. 

Many listeners have 
written me asking me if 
there isn’t something I’m in 
favor of. Well, let me say 
that I'm in favor of the 
goals of this movement.

Chambers said the cost of a 
recorder itself has tripled since 1970 
to a current total of $9,000, 
outpacing inflation, and a complete 
recorder system installed aboard a 
present-day wide-bodied airliner 
contains $35,000 worth of equipment. 

One reason for the expense is the 
protection the Federal Aviation 
Administration requires to 
maximize chances that a recorder 
will survive a crash. 

Chambers said the recorder has to 
be able to withstand a 2,000-degree 
Farenheit temperature and 10,000 
pounds of pressure and be 
submersible in sea water for 30 
days. 

It also has to be able to survive 24 
hours of immersion in jet fuel. 

The outer shell is made of a rare 
metal, titanium, and the tape deck 
is surrounded by thermal insulation 
for protection against extreme heat. 

Attached to the recorder is a 
sonar device which will transmit 
signals for 30 days after a crash. 

Chambers said a Lockheed 
recorder located in the mud after an 
Air India 747 crashed in the sea on 
takeoff from Bombay probably 
would not have been found except 
for the sonar device. 

Lockheed pioneered in crash 
recorders in 1958, the year they 
were first required aboard airliners, 
by producing the first approved 
model, the Model 109. 


In contrast to the modern digital 
tape recorders, these earlier 
recorders keep a record of four 
aircraft activities and the time on a 
two-and-one-half-inch-wide strip of 
aluminum foil. 

The recording is done by a pin 
which scratches the foil in patterns 
which can be examined by an 
investigator equipped with a ruler 
and magnifying glass. 


Such recorders have been 
required aboard pre-1969 narrow 
bodied airliners since 1958. 


Chambers said the digital tape 
recorders provide a second-by- 
second record that can be produced 
from a computer almost instantly.

and white star-shaped 
flowers on 3-inch stems 
Clusiana or Candystick 
tulip, one of the oldest 
varieties still grown, bears 
white-petalled blooms with 
bars of cherry rose atop 10 
to 12-inch tall plants 

Other varietis include — 
the Greigii types, Pink 
Pixie, Red Riding Hood and 
Peacock — with mottled 
leaves for added interest. 

These tulips are a prelude 
to the Darwin hybrids, the 
biggest tulips ever created.
